W h a t I K n o w o f t ’o tu to C u lt u r e . 
I can raise a crop of potatoes with a less 
outlay for labor than Is necessary for a crop 
ol corn. 
Thoroughly plow the grouud as ear 
ly in Hic Spring as it is (it; strike out the fur 
rows at (no feel apart, and four to six inches 
deep; spread in the furrows 12 horse-loads of 
manure per acre; drop the potatoes atone 
foot apart in (lie drills, stamping each one in­ 
to the manure, and cover them with a double- 
wing shovel plow, which will leave a ridge 
over the potato set-*. 
As soon as lite plants 
begin (o appear harrow them over with a 
light harrow. 
This will kill all tho weeds and 
in no wise injure tile potatoes. 
As soon ns 
weeds start again, run through them with a 
half-mold board-plow, throwing the soil from 
the plants, anti follow with hoes In the line 
of the row, cutting up Hie soil left undisturb­ 
ed by tho plow. 
I keep tho plow going about 
once a week until the blossom buds begin to 
appear, when I hill them up with the shovel 
plow, going once to a row, following with 
hoes to dost toy any weeds. 
To harvest the potatoes, I run the half-mold 
board-plow under the rows, pushing two rows 
toward each oilier, anil pick up all the pota­ 
toes that appear. 
I then go twice in the line 
of the row with the shovel-plow witli the 
wings Hut and set straight hack, following 
each time and [licking up. 
Although by this 
method the labor of gathering is greater than 
when dug by forks, yet the whole labor of 
digging and picking up I have found by ac­ 
tual trial to be only half of that by the old 
way. 
Besides, noue of the tubers aro cut. 


I have discarded all other varieties for the 
Early Rosa because this is the earliest, bas Hie 
best quality, aud is freest from disease of any 
I have tried. 
This kind sells always for the 
highest market price, so that although it may 
not yield as many bushels per acre as some 
other kinds, it will yield more greenbacks.— 
Last season I raised a few Peerless on a sandy 
loam. 
When I harvested them they were be­ 
ginning to rot, mid in four weeks' time I had 
not a sound potato loft, whereas the Early 
Ro3o, grown in the next row, up to the pres­ 
ent writing, have shown no sign of rot. 
Fur­ 
thermore, after tho Early Roses are dug I 
can raise a crop of turnips or cabbage, or 
sow to wheat or seed to grass, which cannot 
lie done after a late-growing potato. 


I believe by actual trial that small potatoes 
uncut are the most profitable to plant, simply 
because they havo no market value. 
I for­ 
merly planted large potatoes, cut to two or 
three eyes, on the supposition that but two or 
three sprouts were enough in a place (which 
is true), and that the young plan t needs sus­ 
tenance. 
I Aud that where we plant the po 
tabtwboio but few eyes push, and that the 
whole potato, in decaying, gives its suste­ 
nance to those few sprouts. 
Last season, by 
actual mcMureratot, I bad more potatoes to 
the row where I planted small potatoes than 
w here J planted large ones cut, Insides sav­ 
ing f I per bushel on the seed and the labor of 
cutting. 
Some writers have persistently ad­ 
vocated cutting [>o!atoes several weeks be­ 
fore you wish to plant. 
By following such ad­ 
vice in IN72, I lost two-thirds of a crop ny the 
seed rotting in the ground, whereas that cut 
on the same day ail came up. 
I advocate closer planting than is generally 
adopted, simply because, in order to keep the 
weeds down after cultivation ceases aDy crop 
ought to entirely shndo tho ground. 
Tills the 
Early Rose will not do at a greater distance 
than I hare named. 
At this distance I have 
obtained more jmtatoes in the same length of 
row than at 2) or 3 feet, besides haring the 
ground free from weeds, which two advantages 
materially depend upon each other. 
I give 
reasons for the faith that is in me, which all 
writers ought lo do.

Next day after I had the shoes put 
on I tirovo him iu a carriage twenty miles, 
arni I hare used him right along.—Cor.

W lia t I K n o w ol P o ta to Culturo. 
I can raise a crop of potatoes with a less 
outlay for labor than is necessary for a crop 
of corn. Thoroughly plow the grouud as ear­ 
ly in the Spring as it is fit; strike out the fur­ 
rows at two feet apart, and Tour to six inches 
deep; spread in the Turrows 12 horse-loads of 
manure per acre; drop the potatoes atone 
foot apart in the drills, stamping each one in­ 
to the manure, and cover them with a double- 
wing shovel plow, which will leave a ridge 
over the potato sets. As soon as the plants 
begin to appear harrow them over with a 
light harrow. This will kill all the weeds and 
in no wise injure the potatoes. As soon as 
weeds start again, run through them with a 
half-mold board-plow, throwing the soil from 
the plants, and follow with hoes in the line 
of the row, cutting up the soil left undisturb­ 
ed by the plow. I keep the plow going about 
once a week until the blossom buds begin to 
appear, when I hill them up with the shovel- 
plow, going once to a row, following with 
hoes to destroy any weeds. 
To harvest the potatoes, I run the half-mold 
board-plow under the rows, pushing two rows 
toward each other, and pick up all the pota­ 
toes that appear. I then go twice in the line 
of the row with the sbovel-plow with the 
wings Hat and set straight back, following 
each lime and picking up. Although by this 
method the labor of gathering is greater than 
when dug by forks, yet the whole labor of 
digging and picking up I have found by ac­ 
tual trial to be only half of that by the old 
way. Besides, none of the tubers are cut. 
I have discarded all other varieties for the 
Early Ilose because this ¡3 the earliest, has the 
best quality, aud is freest from disease of any 
I have tried. This kind sells always for the 
highest market price, so that ultbough it may 
not yield as many bushels per acre as some 
other kinds, it will yield more greenbacks.— 
Last season I raised a few Peerless on a sandy 
loam. When I harvested them they were be­ 
ginning to rot, and in four weeks’ time I had 
not a sound potato left, whereas the Early- 
Rose, grown in the next row, up to the pres­ 
ent writing, have shown no sign of rot. Fur­ 
thermore, after the Early Roses are dug I 
can raise a crop of turnips or cabbage, or 
sow to wheat or seed to grass, whiGh cannot 
be done after a late-growing potato. 
I believe by actual trial that small potatoes 
uncut are the most profitable to plant, simply 
because they have no market value. I for­ 
merly planted large potatoes, cut to two or 
three eyes, on the supposition that but two or 
three sprouts were enough in a place (which 
is true), and that the young plant needs sus­ 
tenance. I find that where we plant the po 
tatftwholo but few eyes push, and that the 
whole potato, in decaying, gives its suste­ 
nance to those few sprouts. Last season, by 
actual measurement, I had more potatoes to 
the row where I planted small potatoes than 
where J planted large ones cut, besides sav­ 
ing SI per bushel on the seed and the labor of 
cuttiug. Some writers have persistently ad­ 
vocated cuttiDg potatoes several weeks be­ 
fore you wish to plant. By following such ad­ 
vice in 1872, I lost two-thirds of a crop by the 
seed rotting in the ground, whereas that cut 
on the same day all came up. 
I advocate closer planting than is generally 
adopted, simply because, in order to keep the 
weeds down after cultivation ceases any crop 
ought to entirely shade tho ground. This the 
Early Rose will not do at a greater distance 
than I have named. At this distance I have 
obtained more potatoes in the same length of 
ro>v than at 2 j or 3 feet, besides having the 
ground free from weeds, which two advantages 
materially depend upon each other. I give 
reasons for the faith that is in me, which all 
writers ought to do. No man has the moral 
right to give a3 fact3 what he imagines from 
theory.—James T. VanWyck, in N. Y. Tri­ 
bune. 


H o w to C u re S p ilt H o o f. 
I had a horse that had botli hoofs split from 
top to bottom, lie could not walk without 
his feel spreading apart. I kept him for three 
months on straw one foot deep in the stable, 
but all did no good. At last tl went to the 
blacksmith shop aud had heavy shoes made 
which spread wide at tho heels. To these 
heavy shoes there was welded, at the outsidp 
of each liecl, a piece made of shoe nail iron. 
These pieces were made to fit well around the 
foot, about an Inch below the hair. I let the 
pieces coine together within half an inch each, 
and turned up about threo-fourtbs of an inch. 
In the turned-up part a hole was made to re­ 
ceive a bolt an inch long, with a square head 
and screw and nut on the other end. On 
nailing the shoes on and putting the bolt in 
and screwing on the nut, the foot was brought 
together. In thi3 way, I was enabled to work 
him every day if I wished. Previous to this 
my horse had not walked one mile in three 
months. Next day after I had the shoes put 
on I drove him in a carriage twenty miles, 
and I have used him right along.—Cor. Cin­ 
cinnati Gazette. 


A writer recommends the following prac­ 
tice in feeding chickens; “ For the first week 
after hatching, hard-boiled eggs, chopped 
fine, at least'twice a day, wheat steeped in 
milk, and coarse Indian-meal, bread crumbs, 
etc. A change of food is necessary twice a 
week, substituting cracked corn for wheat.”

loudly beeatis ? it is able to give European 
news only six months old.

for Hic difference between Greenwich aud 
Washington.

If steam­ 
ers would stop at Heart’s Content the ocean 
passage would bo reduced one-third, and we 
could cross the deep in less than six days. 
It would lac a week’s excursion, and us the 
dangors would be correspondingly diminished 
it would partaku even more of Hie character 
of a pleasure excursion than it does now. 
We have not arrived at the balloon age yet, 
but from the old jacket days to the fleet 
steamer and swifter rail cars is a step that 
would take Rip Van Winkle a score of year* 
to comprehend.

This deprives the latter of a great*doal of 
pleasure undoubtedly, but after all it is better 
that Mr. Tweed should still continue to dis­ 
tribute pills on Blackwell’s Island.

sion. The Island really cannot get along 
without the Boss. 
How much of its wealth comes from the 
very poor the world will never know. It quite 
often takes the choicest genu they have, sets 
them in its coronet, and they flash 011 through 
the ages without 
thought being bestowed 
upon the givers,and sometimes even their very 
names are unknown. Many a Christian lias 
fjlt thankful that it e*er occurred to any one 
to write “Sweet Hour of Prayer,” and yet 
pjrhaps has never hoard nor even inquired 
who wroto it. It may interest them to know 
tlitjt it was composed by Fanny Crosby, who, 
poor woman, is blind, and has also a blind 
husband who is more helpless than she is. 
They ara very, very poor, having no property, 
und besides are in debt, the unpaid aggregate 
of rent and board amouuting to a thousand 
dollars. It would be a very graceful act if 
the many who have sung or heard her sweet 
hymns, for she lias written mauy, should send 
her a contribution. Rev. C. C. Goss, 97 Var- 
ick street, New York, will take charge of 
them. 
It sounds very queer, but an Englishman 
makes a novel assertion in regard to this 
country. In his view it isn’t nearly as fast as 
England, nor as reckless, llis statement is 
brought out by tlie publication of tbe.fnct that 
one hundred and forty trains siart daily from 
the Union Depot in New York. The English 
man laugtu at that, for Clapliam Station, in 
Loudon, sends out 965 daily. And not con­ 
tent with this he plucks another laurel from 
our brow by proudly claiming English rail­ 
ways kill more people than American. The 
reason is calculated to take some of tho self- 
conceit out of us, for we are not as much 
killed here as there, because we aro not so 
fast. Now we become so accustomed to call­ 
ing this a fast nation and everything Yankee 
of fast order, that we have grown a little 
proud over it. But it seems to be the truth 
that they run their railroad trains ten or fif­ 
teen miles faster per hour than we do; but it’s 
a comfort to know they can’t run them farther 
than across one of our states. 
As we look at an old newspaper sent us the 
other day, published at Boston in the year 
1728, we And it almost difficult to comprehend 
the groat anxiety and necessity for further 
shortening the distance between this conti 
nent and Europe. The Journal boasts very 
loudly because it is able to give European 
new3 only six tnontb3 old. We have improved 
on that matter so we flash it across literally in 
less than 110 time, if we make 110 allowance 
for tlie difference between Greenwich and 
Washington. But it still takes nine days, and 
sometimesja dozen, to carry mails, goods and 
people across the ocean. This time it is now 
proposed to diminish one-third. The Graphic 
which failed to get its balloon across at all 
now seeks anoiher way, and proposes a line 
of railroad across New Foundland. If steam 
ers would stop at Heart’s Content the ocean 
passage would be reduced one-third, and we 
could cross the deep m less than six days. 
It would bo a week’s excursion, and as the 
dangers would be correspondingly diminished 
it would partake even more of tlie character 
of a pleasure excursion than it docs now 
We have not arrived at the balloon age yet 
but from the old packet days to the fleet 
steamer and swifter rail cars is a slep that 
would take Rip Van Winkle a score of year 
to comprehend.

W rong I*rcuUset>. 
Archbishop Purcell’s position 011 tho tern 
perance question lias excited considerable sur 
prise. The Catholic Church is usually a unit 
in its treatment of any subject, and it is there 
fore doubly astonishing that lie should pro­ 
nounce against total abstinence. The Catho 
lie bishops and priests hare lakeu hold of tlie 
matter so energetically, within tlie past few 
years especially, that an immense deal of 
good lias been done. We have no statistics 
at hand regarding the inroads the, church has 
made upon the ranks of intemperance, but w 
think it quite safe to state her converts 
among the hundreds of thousands, if not mil­ 
lions, during the past few years. The cam­ 
paign, short as it has been, has added groat 
honor to the church, and it is tlie more sur­ 
prising that a prelate so able as Archbishop 
Purcell should fail to see this. 
Ilis position regarding drinking is quite un­ 
tenable. Experience abundantly shows there 
is no real security save in total abstinence. 
The habit of drinking liuds its greatest incen­ 
tive in the social feature. Young men seldom 
drink alone, and if they congregate to drink 
wine or lager the descent into the lower and 
more dangerous grades is very easy. As the 
appetite becomes stronger it needs something 
of greater strength, which in its turn increas­ 
es the appetite until it also is insufficient to 
satisfy. No man will ever bo a drunkard who 
never takes tlie first glass. That is the only 
axiom in the language that brings u* to the 
same conclusion. As the community will 
never reach the ultimato of economic working 
until it can be said of it that no man in it gets 
drunk, it is a melancholy perversion of talent 
for any loader of the people to tell them there 
is safety in anything else in a temperance 
way than strictly total abstinence.

In return the 
new bank agrees to advance to the govern­ 
ment 125,000,000 pesetas.

—Massachusetts is again horrified. Butle 
is going to move on the Boston post office. 
—In Williamsport, Pa., tho saloon keeper 
are not happy because the ladies persist ¡11 
t iking the name of every man that goes in to 
drink. 
—It took a Pacific express train ten Lours 
to run forty miles the other day, albeit it had 
eleven locomotives “ to the fore.” But snow 
banks as hard as ice and as high as the smoke- 
stacks of the engines obstructed the path of 
progress. 
—Tlie Illinois Legislature has passed a law 
providing that any person adulterating milk 
witli water, chalk or other substances, and 
selling the same, shall be fined not cxceedin, 
§500, and imprisoned not exceeding one year, 
This is probably the severest law ¡11 any state 
against adulteration. 
—The managers of the Eric Railway hav 
instructed locomotive engineers to avoid 
sounding their whistles while passenger 
trains are passing. It would be well if every 
railroad in the country would adopt a similar 
rule. 
—A gentleman who lias tried it, says that 
oue of the most pitiably situations conceivable 
is that of a man who wades joyfully into tho 
river to be baptized, but 111 the midst of the 
solemn ceremonies realizes that a crab is at 
tempting to lunch 011 hisle¿;, and encouragin 
other crabs to conic up. 
—The canals will not probably be opened 
by tlie 10th of April this spring, as they 
should be. The repairs are not completed 
and water cannot be let into the canal until 
these are finished. The 20th or tlie 25th of 
April is named as the earliest time when they 
can be opened for business. Some of the 
work has been greatly hindered by the frequent 
freshets siuce tlie 1st of December. 
—The editor of the Baltimore American, in 
his Texas letter, tells of a visit he recently 
made to a Texas cattle raiser, who claims that 
he will have 75,000 calves to brand this sea­ 
son, who has no enclosed pasture, but turns 
liis cattle loose. lie claims to have branded 
63,000 last year and 70,000 the preceding 
year. And yet the editor didn’t And a drop of 
milk to drink. 
—One of tlie oddest and quickest conver­ 
sions to tho cause of temperance was that of 
Abner II. Parker, wiio fell from a tower, 
seventy-four feet, to the ground, in Boston 
last Saturday, but, strangely enough, was not" 
seriously hurt. As soon as this fact was as­ 
certained lie expressed a desire to sign tho 
pledge 011 the spot. 
—A Virginia railroad was made to pay $25 
for killing a rooster. The engineer said lie 
spoke to the gentleman with the whistle as 
kindly as possible, but when the fellow dropped 
one wing on tlie ground, raised his good eye 
heavenward, and commenced whetting his 
spur 011 the rail, forbearance ceased to be a 
virtue and he lit into him with thirteen freight 
cars. 
—An interesting lawsuit in England, in 
which the Belgravia sues to restrain a British 
daily from reprinting a long story from its 
columns, has again brought up the question 
of a newspaper copyright. The country news 
agencies in London start ofl the news of the 
Loudon dailies by telegraph at three or four 
o’clock in the morning, and thus tho provin­ 
cial papers get all they want for tho mere 
cost of dispatching, and head ofl tlie sale of 
the London press, when it comes down by 
train. A twenty-four hours’ copyright 011 all 
dailies is proposed by the Printing Times. 
—Fat beeves are sold at Fulton, Texas, for 
three cents a pound, net, and the largest por­ 
tion of the cattle are slaughtered there merely 
for their hides aud tallow. Tho hide is re­ 
moved in a unique fashion. The animal is 
knocked down, the skin cut around with a 
knife, a horse is hitched to the edge of the hide 
and in a minute it is whipped off, and the 
whole carcass thrown into an immense steam 
cauldron. It is boiled into a seething mass 
and the fat skimmed ofl. '1 his is poured into 
hogsheads, and the bones and llesh thrown 
out. About 600 animals are thus boiled a 
day at Fulton,meat enough being thus wasted 
to keep a good portion or New York city sup­ 
plied. 
—Tlie Chicago Tribune says: “ Tlie Sheriil 
of Brown county, Kansas, has been emulating 
the Indian brave who lassoed a locomotive, 
lie boarded a train on the St. Joseph & Denver 
City Railroad at Iliawatha with an attachment 
which was to hold the train for a debt. But 
the engineer, learning what liad happened, 
opened wide the throttlo and the legal Ias3o 
dragged tho luckless Sheriff eight miles from 
homo before tho engineer would conseut to 
slacken speed sufficiently to allow the law to 
jump oil the platform. When he finally found 
a (¿íance to jump, it was after tlie manner of 
an acrobat,, turning more somersaults than a 
circus clown.” 


GREAT BRITAIN. 
The Surging!* of tlio Tham es— Great 
Dam age and Eoss of Eifc. 
L ondon, March 22.—The extraordinary rise 
in the tide of the Thames yesterday caused 
grand damage along the banks. At Lambeth 
and Rothcrhithe the inundated sewers burst, 
and the floors of many houses were forced up 
by water. Several childron and a number of 
horses were drowned in these places. At 
Wapping the lower stories of houses were 
filled with water, and business 011 the wharves 
was suspended. Numerous families were com­ 
pelled to abaudon their houses. At the Wool­ 
wich Arsenal the flre3 in the gun factories 
were extinguished, and the contents of tho 
store sheds floated. Another higli rise in the 
tide is feared to-day, and temporary embank­ 
ments have been erected to prevent a repeti­ 
tion of the inundation. 


THE TEMPERANCE CKU-SADE. 
Tlie Situation in Cleveland. 
Cleveland, March 22.—The Mayor’s proc­ 
lamation has been the topic of general con­ 
versation to-day. Tlie friends of the temper­ 
ance movement and the opposing element 
cacli place constructions 011 its meaning fa­ 
vorable to themselves. No saloons were vis 
ited to-day. Services were held in several 
churches by the ladies, who ¡expressed the 
wish and determination to go on with the 
work. 
Under the provisions of the procla­ 
mation the ladies will be unablo to hold ser­ 
vices 011 the sidewalk and on the strength of 
this many saloon keepers have determined to 
Cl03e their doors upon them. 
I11 most of the churches in this city to-day 
the ministers preached upon the subject of 
temperance and almost unanimously favored 
tlie continuance of the crusade against the 
saloons. The congregations were unusually 
large. The insults to the ladies have aroused 
much feeling and a large number of gentlemen 
met last night to counsel as to the best means 
of supporting them. 
Legal opinions have 
been given that the Mayor’s proclamation will 
not interfere with the ladies except as ta street 
praying and singing where refused admittance 
to saloons. 
A meeting of Germans held last evenin' 
was addressed by Hon. Frederick Ilecker 
subject—“Fanaticism the mainspring of the 
temperance movement.” Tlie speaker said it 
grew out of hatred to all that was foreigu. Tho 
clergy, he declared, were too cowardly to take 
an active part in what thoy knew to be un­ 
lawful proceedings and fell back 011 the wo 
men, expecting their sox would protect them 
To-morrow morning temperance mass meet­ 
ings will be lield at different churches through­ 
out the city, and in the afternoon the ladies 
will renew their visits to the saloons. 
MEETING IN JER3EY CITY. 
New Y urk, March 22.—A temperance 
meeting was held in the theatre in Jersey City 
to-night, which was crowded to excess. Many 
ladies were present. Speeches wero made by 
clergymen, ladies and others. 
Tlie feelin 
was strongly in favor of tlie Ohio movement, 
but 110 definite course of action was decided 
upon. 
THE CRUSADE IN NEW YORK. 
The tomperancc crusade was marked to 
day by meetings in many of the churches 
throughout the city. At the Church of the 
Strangers there was a large attendance and 
much enthusiasm was evinced. An address 
was delivered by A. T. McMullen, Mrs. Law­ 
rence, Mrs. Smith and others. At the Seven­ 
teenth Street M. E. Church a temperance 
prayer meeting was held under the auspices 
of the pastor, Rev. Wm. II. Boote, and at the 
Forsyth Street M. E. Church another meeting 
was conducted by Rev. J, IV. Barnhart. 


METROPOLITAN NEWS. 
Tlie Railroad Strikers. 
N ew Y ork, March 22.—Representatives of 
the Erie, Pennsylvania Central and New York 
Central roads yestorday agreed to concede 
nothing to striking freight men. They will 
pay no moro than 174 cents per hour for ten 
or moro hours’ daily labor. New men are to 
be put on to-morrow in place of all who don’t 
report for duty. Tho strikers say they do not 
intend to have recourse to violence and that 
they made use of non’o toward the Italians 
whom they dispersed yesterday morning. An 
immense quautity of freight has accumulated, 
chiefly at Long Dock, N. J. 
• 
The freight handlers in the employ at Long 
Dock |by the Erio Rail way j have, refused 
to accept the terms ofiered by the company 
and the latter have made arrangements to’ 
put about flve hundred new men at work to­ 
morrow morniug. The men will he taken ov­ 
er the river in barges and will be supplied 
inside the 
yards 
with 
their 
noon 
meal, so as to avoid the necessity of going 
upon the streets, where they would probably 
be submitted to tho assaults oí the trikers" 
The company has called upon the Mayor and 
Chief of Police of Jersey City and Sheriff 
Reinhardt for a force necessary to protect the 
new men and a platoon of from fifty to seven­ 
ty-five men will be detailed to the yards in the 
morning. 
It is said there are §3,000,000 
worth of freight now awaiting transportation 
at Long Dock. The company also suffers 
heavy loss from inability to receive freight. 
THE LATEST STEAL. 
The Sunday Mercury says Arthur Bell, head 
bDok-kceper of R. II. MacDonald & Co., pat­ 
ent medicino dealers of this city, has de­ 
frauded his employers of nearly §30,000 by 
falsifying figures in tho books and obtaiuing 
checks for stamps and merchandise on which 


ha changed the word “order” to “ bearer.* 
He is aaid to have Invested much of the money* 
in the purchase of a bouse and lot aud also a 
well-stocked grocery. He has been arrested, 
confessed and given up property valued at 
some §14,000; also, four savings bank de­ 
posit books, representing deposits aggregat­ 
ing $2,000. A relative is said to have ob­ 
tained part of the stolen money, and used it 
in payment of his debts. Tlie defalcation was 
brought out by Ibe discovery that another em­ 
ployee had robbed the firm of between §600 
and §1,000. 
LIBERAL DONATIONS. 
The ¡will of the late John Clark or New 
Brunswick, New Jersey, give3 $10,000 to the 
American Bible Society, $20,000 to the Bbard 
of Domestic Missions of the ReformedjProtes- 
tant Dutch Church, and §10,000 to the widows 
and disabled ministers of the Reformed Protes­ 
tant Dutch Church. 
SWEEPING CHANGES ON THE ERIE. 
A large number of conductors have been 
discharged by the Erie Company. The reason 
is not stated, but it is believed all or about 
all of the old employees are to go. 
TUE GYMNAST’S FUNERAL. 
The funeral of James Sylvester, the gymnast 
killed at the 34th Street Theatre on Thursday 
night last, took place from “the little 
church around the corner,” the Church or the 
Transfiguration, to-day. Tho remains were 
interred at Evergreen Cemetery, East New 
York, and were attended to the grave by a 
large number of professionals and theatrical 
actors. 
THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 
A Compromiso Finance R ill. 
W ashington, March 22.—The Senate Com­ 
mittee 011 Finance held a special meeting yes­ 
terday, at which a compromise financial mea 
sure was agreed upon, to be reported to tlie 
Senate on Monday. In its main features ttie 
bill will fix the amount of greenback circula 
tion at §382,000,000, thus legalizing the re­ 
issue of that portion of tlie $44,000,000 legal 
tender reserve which is now outstanding and 
making it part of the permanent circulation. 
The bill will also authorize free banking 011 
the national banking system, but will contain 
a requirement that legal tender notes shall be 
retired from circulation proportionately as 
new national bank notes are issued. This lat­ 
ter provision is regarded as a measure of con 
traction, but the preceding authorization for 
keeping in circulation the §26,000,000 of legal 
tenders that have been reissued from tlie re­ 
serve is considered a substantial vic­ 
tory for the advocates of an increased 
volume of currency, who, it is understood 
will claim in the Senate that the principia 
having been thus admitted as regards a por 
tion of the $44,000,000 reserve the whole of 
said reserve should be accordingly placed in 
circulation. 
THE FREEDMEX’S SAVINGS BANK. 
Frederick Douglas lias been elected Presi­ 
dent of the Freedmen’s Savings Bank here, 
which lias branches in nearly all the southern 
states. Dr. C. B. Purvis, anoiher colored man, 
was chosen Vico President. Forty out of 
seventy clerks employed are all likewise 
colored. The new Board of Management ap­ 
peared before the flousa Committee 011 Bank­ 
ing and Currency yesterday and said it was 
their desire to make the bank an institution 
exclusively for colored people and one which 
they would regard as their own.

GREAT FIRE IN INDIAN APOLIS. 
Loss Between Three anil Four H uu- 
tlrcd TlioU»uml Dollars. 
Indianapolis, March ¡.22.—The most de­ 
structive fire that has ever occurred in this 
city broke out aboiit seven o'clock to-night in 
the Mercantile Row 011 Pennsylvania street, 
between Market and Ohio streets. The build­ 
ing consisted of six stores nearly completed 
and was entirely destroyed. Tlie tire extend­ 
ed across the street to Sheet’s block, corner of 
Ohio and Pennsylvania streets. This was also 
a new block of ten large stores and a hotel 
above, almost ready for occupation. The next 
building in the course of the lire was tlie Mar- 
tiudale blofk, corner of Pennsylvania and 
Market streets, containing stores and offices. 
This also was entirely destroyed. The lire 
spread to Chaffee’s livery stable 011 Wabash 
street and several small buildings in the rear 
of Martindale’s block. All were destroyed. At 
8:30 the tire is apparently under control aud 
will probably not extend further. The exact 
amount of loss cannot be ascertained at pres­ 
ent, but it is estimated at between $300,000 
and §400,000 
the fire under control. 
I ndianapolis, March 22.—Tho fire is entire­ 
ly under control. It was undoubtedly incen­ 
diary.

SESSIONS. 
Judge Wni. I.awton, Presiding. 
George W. T erw illiger testified that he 
wa3 in company with Wro. Armstrong, Miss 
Iloosic and complainant, stopped all night in 
a photograph gallery in Newburgh, and while 
there witness was improperly intimate with 
complainant. 
Wm. Armstrong corroborated the evidence 
of above witness. 
Frank Fullerton denied he had been inti­ 
mate with complainant during the months of 
October or November, 1872; that the first 
time he met her was in the summer of 1872. 
Witness also testified he had been with com­ 
plainant, several times during the month of 
August and the first part of September. 
Dr. J ames S. Kna it, tho Justice of the 
Peace in the town or Marlborough who issued 
the warrant in the lower court, testified in re­ 
gard to the evidence given by complainant 
in that court, such evidence in many respects 
being in direct contradiction to that given by 
complainant during tho present trial. 
Saturday morning Garrison Davis was 
brought into court and find $50 for the as­ 
sault and battery on Hover. 
The case of the Overseers of the Poor of the 
town oj Marlborough was then called and the 
evidence closed. Counsel then summed up 
the case, F. L. Westbrook for tho defense, 
anil Chas. A. Fowler for the prosecution. The 
Court of Sessions then took the case and after 
deliberating for about two hours decided the 
order of affiliation made by tho court below 
be reversed, with tho sum of $102 as costs to 
the defendant, paid to the court below on tho 
appeal. 
The court then adjourned. 
A Hard Case. 
A widow lady came into police court to-day 
and preferred charges of assault and battery 
against her own son, whom she accused of 
beating her with his fist. She scorned deeply 
affected, and said she did not want her son 
punished severely and asked to be excused 
from remaining at tho trial. She^stated that 
she only took this step as a last resort, not 
knowing what else to do and not being able 
to bear his ill-treatment any longer. Sbe also 
explained that drink was her son’s failing, 
and that ho had lately confessed his sins in 
the Methodist Church, and she had hoped he 
would be a better man. During the winter 
she had drawn $200 which she had in the sav­ 
ings bank, to keep bim, his wife and child 
from starving while lie was out of work. The 
son, who is an able-bodied youug man about 
28 years of age, was brought into court and 
plead guilty to the charge. lie made no ex­ 
cuse for striking his mother, except that “ if 
she bad kept out of his way she would not 
have been Int.” He demanded time to get 
bail. Knowing that in case lie gave bail 
nothing more would be heard of it, the Folice 
Justice, aflora severe reprimand, got him to 
sign a pledge never to abuse his mother again, 
not to cuter her house without Her permission, 
and to abstain from intoxicating liquors.—

Temperance News. 
Temperance m ilters uptown are growing 
somewhat interesting, and the liquor dealers 
are beginning to feel very nervous, and con­ 
sider it quite too serious to be laughed at. 
Some wag on Friday mailed to a number of 
saloon-keepers, letters purporting to come 
from a comtnittee4of ladies, stating that pray­ 
er would be offered up in their places of busi­ 
ness Saturday afternoon. As these letters 
were written in a feminine hand, the liquor 
deajers were very much troubled about the 
matter. They one and all, however, stated 
to our reporter they had no .objection to their 
coming, and would do everything in their 
power to make tho visit as pleasant as possi­ 
ble. One saloon-keeper on North Front street 
actually weut so far as to cover his floor with 
a carpet so the.laUieSjWOuld.not soil their 
dresses, while the others generally washed 
and scrubbed out their saloons and put them 
in the very best order. The afternoon passed, 
however, and no ladies appeared, no doubt 
much to tho relief of the persons who expect­ 
ed them. The Sahler movement has created 
a decided sensation, not only among the anti- 
temperance men, but also among those who 
have supported the temperance cause. There 
was quite a large gathering in the hardware 
store Saturday evening, and the question Was 
fully discussed. Mr. Sahler addressed the as­ 
semblage, claiming he was sincere in the m at­ 
ter, and that he would use every exertion to 
carry his point, at the same time claiming the 
temperance people were lukewarm and talked 
a great deal without taking any action. lie 
also invited/he], temperance folks to attend 
the meetings of the Common Council and 
bring their full force to bear 011 its members; 
that a nuBiber of ladies had agreed to attend 
tho next meeting of the Common Council and 
give their views on the subject, and use their 
influence with the City Fathers to push 
through some law that would effectually 
squelch the license business.
